“And I notify my colleagues of 
Latin America and of Africa and 
Asia . . . that when they plan a 
just and fair agrarian reform 
they must be ready to confront 
situations similar to that which 
confronts us.”’

The kind of country we have 
here, the kind of society we have, 
the kind of strength we build in 
the United States will be the dif- 
ference in the extent of freedom. 
If we do well here, if we meet 
our obligations, if we are mov- 
ing ahead, then I think freedom 
will be secured around the world. 

If we fail, then freedom fails. 

Therefore I think the question 
before the American people is: 
Are we doing as much as we 
can do, are we as strong as we 
should be, are we as strong as 
we must be if we are go‘ng to. 
maintain our independence. and | 
are we going to matntain end | 
hold out the hand of friendship | 

to those who look ‘o us ior is- 
sistance, to those who look to 
us for survival.

‘your campaign stresses. the 


value of your eight years’ ex- 
| perience. The question arises as 
'to whether that experience was 
/as an observer, as a participant 
or an initiator of policy making. 
Would you tell us please spe- 
cifically what major proposals 
you have made in the last eight 
years that have been adopted by 
the administration. 

NIXON: Well, it would be 
rather difficult to go over them 
in three and a half minutes. I 
would suggest that these pro- 


posals be mentioned. 

First, after each of my foreign 
trips I have made recommenda- 
‘tions that have been adopted. 
|For example, after my first trip 
_abroad I strongly recommended 
'that we increase our exchange 
| programs, particularly as they 
related to exchange of persons, 
of leaders in the labor field and 

in the information field.” 

After my trip to South America 
'I made recommendations that a 
separate inter-American lending 
agency be set up which the 
South American nations would 
like much better and would par- 
ticipate in than the lending agen- 
cies which treated all of the 
countries in the world the same. 

I made other recommenda-‘ 
tions after each of the other 
trips. For example, after my 
-| trip) abroad, to Hungary, I 
,| made some recommendations 
with regard to the Hungarian 
-| refugee situation which were 
adopted not only by the Presi- 
dent but some of them were 
.| enacted into law by the Con- 
gress. | 

Within the administration as 
a chairman of the President’s 
_ committee on price stability 
and economic growth, I had 
the opportunity to make recom- 
mendations which have been 
adopted within the adminis- 
tration and which I think have 


vocated is one which departs 
from the present program that 
we have in this respect: The 
recognition that the govern- 
ment has a responsibilty to get 
the farmer out of the trouble 
he presently is in because the 
government got him into it and 
that is the fundamental reason 
why we can’t let the farmer 

go by himself at the present 
time. 

The farmer produced these 
surpluses because the govern- 
ment asked him to, through leg- 
islation during the war. Now that 
we have these surpluses, it is 
our responsibility to indemnify 
the farmer during that period 
that we get rid of the surplus. 
Until we get the surpluses off 
the farmer’s back, however, we 
should have a program such as 
I announced which will see that 
farm income holds up, but I 
would propose holding that in- 
come up not through a type of 
program. that Senator Kennedy 
has suggested, that would raise 
prices, but one that would indem- 
nify the farmer by payment in 
kind from the products which 
are in surplus.

SMITH: The next question to 
Vice President Nixon from Mr.

VANOCUR: Mr. Vice Presi- 
dent, since the question of execu- 
tive leadership is a very impor- 
tant campaign issue, I would like 
to follow Mr. Novin’s question. 
Now, Republican campaign slo- 
gans—you have seen them on 
signs around the country as we 
did last week—say it’s experi- 
ence that counts. That is over 
a picture of yourself, sir, imply- 
ing that you have had more 
governmental executive decision 
making experience than your op- 
ponent.

Farm Problem. 


SMITH: Question to Senator 
Kennedy from Mr. Warren. 

WARREN: Senator Kennedy, 
during your brief speech a few 
minutes ago you mentioned farm 
surpluses. I would like to ask 
this: It is a fact, I think, the 
presidential candidates t rad i- 
tionally make promises to farm- 
ers. Lots of people, I think, don’t 
understand why the government 
pays farmers for not producing 
certain crops or paying farmers 
if they overproduce, for that 
matter. 


Let me ask, sir, why can’t the 
farmer operate like the business 
man who operates a factory? If 
an auto company overproduces 
a certain model car Uncle Sam 
doesn’t step in and buy up the 
surplus. Why this constant court- 
ing of the farmer? 


people now have the opportu- 
nity to evaluate his as against 
mine and I think both he and I 
are going to abide by whatever 
the people decide. 


Judgement and Goals. 

SMITH: Senator Kennedy? 
KENNEDY: Well, I will just 
say that the question is of ex- 
perience and the question also 
is what our judgment is of the 
future and what goals are for 
the United States and what abil- 
ity we have to implement those 
goals. 
Abraham Lincoln came to the 
presidency in 1860 after a rather 
little-known session in the House 
of Representatives and after be- 
ing defeated for the Senate in ’58 
and was a distinguished presi- 
dent. There is no certain road to 
the presidency. There are no 
guarantees that if you take one 
road or another that you will be 
a successful president. 

I have been in the Congress 
for 14 years. I have voted in 
the last eight years when the 
Vice President was presiding 
over the Senate and meeting 
his other responsibilities. I 
have made decisions over 800 
times on matters which affect 
not only the domestic security 
of the United States, but as a 
member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

The question really is which 
candidate in which party can 
meet the problems the United 
States is going to-face in 1960. 
Welfare and Debt. 


SMITH: The next question to 
Mr. Kennedy from Mr. Novins. 
NOVINS: Senator Kennedy, in 
connection with these problems 
of the future that you spoke of 
and the program that you enun- 
ciated earlier in your direct 
talk, you called for extending 
some of the welfare programs 
for schools, for teachers’ sala- 
ries, medical care, and so forth 
but you also called for reducing 
the federal debt, and I am won- 
dering how you, if you are presi- 
dent in January, would go about 
paying the bill for all this. 
KENNEDY: I did not advo- 
cate the reduction of the federal 
debt, because I don’t believe you 
are going to be able to reduce 
the federal debt very much in 
1960, 1961, 1962, 1963. I think te 
have heavy obligations which 
affect our security which we are 
going to have to meet, and, 
therefore, I have never sug- 
gested we should be able to re- 
duce the deficit in 1960 or 1961 
or 1962. 


NOVINS: I believe in one of 
your speeches you suggested re- 
ducing the interest rate. 
KENNEDY: Not reducing the 
interest rate. In my judgment 
the hard money, the tight money 
policy, fiscal policy, of this ad- 
ministration has contributed to 
the slowdown in our economy 
which helped bring the reces- 
sion of 1954, which made the 
recession of ’58 rather intense, 
and which has slowed somewhat 
our economic activity in 1960. 

What I have talked about, 
however, the kind of programs 
that I talk about in my judg- 
ment are fiscally sound. 
Medical care for the aged I 
would put under Social Se- 
curity. The Vice President and 
I disagree on this. 


er was asked to give one example 
of a major idea of yours that he 
adopted. His reply was, and I 
am quoting: 

“If you give me a week I might 
think of one, I don’t remember.” 
Now, that was a month ago, sir, 
and the President hasn’t brought 
it up since. I am. wondering, sir, 
if you can clarify which version 
is correct, the one put out by 
Republican campaign leaders or 
the one put out by President 
Eisenhower. 

NIXON: Well, I would suggest, 
Mr. Vanocur, if you know the 
President that was probably a 
facetious remark. I would also 
suggest that insofar as his state- 
ment is concerned that I think 
it would be improper for the 
President of the United States 
to disclose the instances in 
which members of his official 
family had made recommenda- 
tions, as I have made them 
through the years to him, which 
he has accepted or rejected. 

The President has always 
maintained, and very properly 
so, that he is entitled to get 
what advice he wants from his 

Cabinet and from his other ad- 

visers without disclosing that 

to anybody, including, as a 

matter of fact, the Congress. 

No, I car. only say this: 
Through the years I have sat in 
the National Security Council, I 
have been in the Cabinet, I have 
met with the legislative leaders, 


KENNEDY: Well, because I 
think if the Federal Government 
moved out of the program and 
withdrew its supports, then I 
think you would have complete 
economic chaos. The farmer 
plants in the spring and harvests 
in the fall.

The farmers are the number 
one market for the automobile 
industry of the United States. 
The automobile industry is the 
number one market for steel. So 
if the farmer’s economy con- 
tinues to decline as sharply as 
it has in recent years, then I 
think you will have a recession 
in the rest of the country. So I 
think the case for government 
intervention is a good one.

Mayor Tucker Announces 

Mavor Raymond R. Tucker has announced 
that he will seek a third term. While the de- 
cision was made only after: considerable de- 
liberation and urging, it is not altogether sur- 
prising. Few men, in or out of office, have 
taken so intense an interest in the affairs of 
St. Louis. This is evidenced by his fight 
against smoke and for a modernized city char- 
ter as well as by the stabilization of municipal 
finances through the earnings tax and the 
Imaginative $110.639.000 bond issue under 
Which the Mill Creek Valley redevelopment 
was started. 

With this undertaking as well as the river- 
front park and other projects still in progress, 
if is natural that the Mayor should desire to 
“remain associated with the existing plans 

and to see that they become realities.” 

The increase in the Mayor's salarv from 
$10.000 a year to $25,000 and the equally im- 
portant lifting of the $10,000 ceiling on other 
major municipal offices, of course, made the 
decision easier. A third term now demands 
less of a personal, financial sacrifice than did 
Mavor Tucker's first two terms. He also would 
have a much better opportunity to attract 
capable professional men to the posts on 
which an efficient municipal administration 
so largely depends. 

These factors make the office more attrac- 
tive to other candidates, too. Yet a check of 
Democratic leaders made by the Post-Dispatch 
last month indicates that Mayor Tucker will 
have little if any difficulty in obtaining the 
pariy s nomination. So far no outstanding 
Republican aspirants have presented them- 
selves; but Michael Joseph Hart, the party's 
city chairman, promises a campaign in which 


the Tucker record will be closely examined. 


That is how it should be

A Fine Public Service 


Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold was 
right in the courageous stand he took against 
Soviet pressure to destroy his office. ‘This 
is a question not of a man but of an institu- 
tution,’ he told the. United Nations General 
Assembly. “Independence and impartiality 
must describe the attitude of the Secretary 
General.” Mr. Hammarskjold said he would 
stand by his convictions on the integrity of 
his office, come what may. 

The prolonged applause which greeted this 
defense of his actions in The Congo crisis 
against the attacks of Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev was a measure of the esteem this hard- 
working and highly-skilled diplomat has rich- 
lv earned. But there was the discordant note, 
too — Khrushchev and his fellow-delegates 
from Communist satellite countries pounding 
on their desks in angry disagreement. 

Canadian Prime Minister Diefenbaker, the 
first Western leader to take issue in the As- 
sembly with Khrushchev on the Soviet lead- 
er’s proposal to replace the office of Secre- 
tarv General with a committee composed of 
renresentatives of the three power blocs, each 
with veto power, put the Soviet plan in a clear 
light. Having thwarted the U.N. so often in 
the Security Council through the veto, Mr. 
Diefenbaker said, the Soviets now seem bent 
on destroving the U.N. by neutralizing its 
power to act in emergencies through the As- 
sembly and the secretariat. 

Mr. Hammarskjold knows better than any- 
one the truth of what Mr. Diefenbaker said, 
He knows the Secretary General must have 
authority and discretion. As a practical mat- 
ter. he conld not defend his stewardship un- 
less he conducted his office with scrupulous 
fairness, and he could not conduct it at all 
unless a sizable majority of the members had 
confidence in him. Before taking his stand 
Mr. Hammarskjold made sure he had strong 
sunnort. 

But this is not a matter of a bureaucrat tak- 
ing a position in accordance with the majority 
view. He had come to symbolize the integrity 
of the U:N. itself. Should Khrushchev be 
able to drive him out it would not be the dis- 
charge of an individual but the end of an 
“institution,” as he himself put it. And it 
might be a blow from which the U.N. could 
not recover and continue to exist in its pres- 
ent form. Once again Mr. Hammarskjold 
has performed a fine public service. 


Enough Plame to Go Around 

The young woman who told a false storv of 
being raped by five Negroes acted reprehen- 
siblv indeed, but that-is not all there is to be 
said. While the police are entitled to some 
credit for discovering after nearly a week 
that her lurid story was a hoax, it should have 
been treated with more caution in the first 
place. That she was in hysteria and had a 
history of mental disturbance should have 
raised a warning flag at once. That a medi- 
cal examination showed no positive evidence 
of rape should have raised another. Post- 
Dispatch had no more information 
than the pelice, but we doubted the story from 
the first. That is why we handled the news 
with reserve. That is why we declined to take 
the advice of those hysterical citizens who 
telephoned us demanding that we join the 
editorial outcry against a crime “worse than 
The Congo.” Especially in view of the highly 
inflammatory nature of the chargés, every- 
body concerned should have displayed a re- 
straint that would permit the truth to be 
brought out without creating a period of dan- 
gerous alerm. As for a newspaper that will 
exploit public emotions over such a case as 
this in the hope of selling a few papers, it is 
beneath contempt.

The Republican vice-presidential nom- 
inee has been brusque and unfriendly with 
newsmen in various cities he has visited, ac- 
cording to national correspondents traveling 
with him. This may seem unusual in a man 
who started out as a newspaper reporter, but 
in fact Mr. Lodge has often seemed to have 
little respect for the working press. In this 
he is the opposite of the presidential candi- 
date, Vice President Nixon, whose relations 
with reporters are excellent. Mr. Lodge, who 
quit as United States Ambassador to the 
United Nations to run with Mr. Nixon, would 
benefit from a study of the Republican stand- 
ard-bearer’s methods.

Frequently there is little a criminal 
can do against some of the newer 
crime-fighting techniques and instru- 
ments. 

Consider Radar Guard, an electronic 
alarm system made by the Bay State 
Electronics Corp. of Boston. 

Radar Guard is a small instrument 
that detects motion within its 50-foot 
reach. Donald F. Cutler Jr., president 
of Bay State, declares that-‘‘a mouse 
might not set it off, 
but a cat will.’”’ 

When the device 
is triggered, it 
of starts a bell or 
siren and flashing 
light that can be 
rigged up to go off 
| on the spot or 
miles away in police headquarters. 
“Put yourself in a burglar’s posi- 
tion,” suggests Mr. Cutler. ‘‘A blind- 
ing light suddenly goes on and a siren 
begins to wail. We've had cases 
where burglars jumped out of win- 
dows, breaking legs, when that hap- 
pened.,”’ 

Closed-circuit television systems are 
being installed in many retail stores 
around the country to spot shoplifters. 

In these systems, cameras are hid- 
den at strategic spots around a store 
and the pictures are monitored at a 
central place by a guard trained to 
detect ‘suspicious movements. 

Now police in Salt Lake City are 
considering installation of closed-cir- 
cuit television in crime-infested areas 
of the city. 


In one important crime-fighting field 
—physical evidence—microscopic data 
that previously was too minute to be 
examined is being scrutinized by elec- 
tronic microscopes that enlarge ob- 
jects 100,000 times, far greater than 
the 2000-times magnification of con- 
ventional microscopes.

and dirt frequently provide the clues 
that tie a suspect to a crime scene, or 
clear an innocent person. 

A piece of rope that tied three sticks 
of dynamite hurled into the yard of a 
Berkeley, Calif., resident, yielded this 
String of evidence: Clinging to the 
rope were tiny, round grains of sand 
and a few animal hairs.

One area of scientific research that 
some criminologists think could con- 
ceivably have far-reaching effects in 
crime prevention deals with the ioniza- 
tion of air. 


In recent years scientists have dis- 
covered that ionized air has a pro- 
found psychological effect on many 
persons. Generally, positive ions seem 
to make people depressed or irritable 
and negative ions make them optimis- 
tic. 

S. J. Curtis, security superintendent 
of J. L. Hudson Co., a large Detroit 
department store, has studied ionized 
air with the thought that it might be 
used in big stores to discourage shop- 
lifting. 

According to Mr. Curtis, the police 
department in a large Eastern city 
has been conducting research on ion- 
ized air for the last two years. 

The department ‘“‘believes there is a 
correlation between positive ionization 
and crime,’”’ he says. Similar studies 


have been made by police in San. 


Francisco, with a similar conclusion, 
Mr. Curtis asserts. 


“Some day we may be able to con- 
trol crime by charging air with nega- 
tive ions,’’ Mr. Curtis says. ‘“‘A retail 
store can Create negatively ionized air 
fairly inexpensively. Both Philco Corp. 
and Radio Corp. of America have 
poured a lot of money into ion re- 
search. Soon it will be possible to put

“The American Imagination,” a 
compendium of essays published orig- 
inally in the London Times Literary 
Supplement, was prematurely reviewed 
by the Post-Dispatch in its issue of 
Aug. 28. The essays were released to 
the American public today in book 
form. ‘The American Imagination” is 
a comprehensive survey of American 
art, letters, music, drama and various 
forms of popular arts. As the authors 
of the various sections are unidenti- 
fied, in keeping with the style of the 
London Times Literary Supplement, it 
is not possible to say that they are all 
Englishmen. Some of them, in fact, 
are obviously American, But this col- 
lection undoubtedly represents an in- 
formed English view of America. 

All the essays show evidence of 
study and sympathetic consideration 
though not all opinions are favorable.

11,000-CASES 
BACKED UP IN 


FEDERAL COURTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (UPI) | 


—Thousands of Americans are 


being denied their constitutional | 


right to prompt justice because | 


the federal courts are clogged 
with cases. 


A report issued yesterday by 
Warren Olney III, administrative 
officer of the United States 
courts, discloses that nearly 71,- 
000 cases are backed up in the 
federal courts. 

It would take the federal judi- 
ciary almost a year to work 
through this backlog—provided 
no new cases were filed in the 
meantime. 


But new cases are being filed | 
—89,701 of them in the 1960 fiscal | 
year which ended June 30. The | 


new filings exceeded by 466 the 
number of cases terminated by 
trial or dismissal in the year. 

It is an axiom of the legal pro- 
fession that: “‘justice delayed is 


_ justice denied.”” The average de- 
| lay in all judicial districts is 


now 18 months. 
Translate these statistics into 


human terms, and the impact of 


court delays on America’s ideals 
of justice becomes clearer. Take 
a typical personal injury dam- 
age suit—the most common type 
of civil case in the courts. The 
person who has been injured 
may be unable to work, and 
medical bills may have con- 
sumed all his savings and put 
him deep into debt. But his 


lawyer tells him it will be at 


least two years before his case 
can be brought to trial. Under 
these circumstances, he is vul- 
nerable to offers for a quick but 
unfair “‘settlement’”’ out of court. 

This aspect of the problem is 
particularly troubling to Attor- 
ney General William P. Rogers, 
who says that “shocking injus- 
tices’ are resulting daily from 
court congestion. Chief Justice 
Earl Warren also is dismayed by 
the situation. 

They agree that there fs a 
simple, obvious remedy for court 
congestion: More federal judges.

Hal Boyle 
Cantinflas Enjoys 
Being a Clown 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27 (AP) 

WHAT MAKES a successful comedian? 

“Any comedian has to have the feeling inside,’ said 
Cantinflas, Mexico’s comic genius who is rated by some as 
another Charlie Chaplin. 

“IT never took any les- 
sons. I just had the feel- 
ing.” 

He was born Mario Mo- 
reno, one of nine children 
of a poor postal worker. 
He set out to study medi- 
cine but ran away from 
home and school at 18 be- 
cause “I wanted to do 
something to help my fam- 
ily—to make a little mon- 


He started as a dancer 
and acrobat in the Ccarpa, 
or wandering tent show. 
He struck a personal gold 
mine when he created the 
role of Cantinflas, the 
clever and lovable little 
Mexican tramp. 

Twenty films and 20 
years later he has become 
a Latin American enter- 
tainment idol, and one of the world’s highest paid performers. 

Cantinflas made a hit in Mike Todd’s “‘Around the World 
in 80 Days,”’ and hopes to duplicate that success in “Pepe,” 
his second English-speaking film. It has 35 guest stars, some- 
thing of a record in itself. 


CANTINFLAS 


In real life Cantinflas drops the air of the comedian 
entirely. He is reserved and polite. His face is almost 
immobile. He wears a pencil-slim mustache, dresses 
fastidiously, carries his slender body -with the pre- 
cision and grace of a born athlete. 


“I think comedians have something very serious inside,” 
he said. ‘They see both sides of life. But they prefer to 
look at the happy side—and to make happy the people. 


“It is not easy to make laugh the people. I have the big 
admiration for every comedian, because I know they work 
too hard. No, it is not too easy to make laugh the people. 

“But I am not moody. I am tranquil.” 

Comedy satisfies his artistic urge, and he has no yearning 
to play serious roles—as yet, anyway. 

“T don’t think I ever will,” he said. ‘Why? Because I 
enjoy too much what I am doing now—and I feel it is just as 
important.” 

Cantinflas is the co-owner of two film companies and also 
operates a 2000-acre ranch néar Mexico City where he raises 
fighting bulls. Besides his bypiness interests he is active in 
many charities and philanthropic causes. His wealth hasn't 
led him to forget the lean years.

- disturbs him. 


“Everybody disagree,” he said softly. “I'd like to see 
everybody agree, be happy and have no problems in this 
world.” 

“IT would like to see people optimistic. I do not like to 
see the sad people, because the life is very short. 

Sqmebody 
has to help someone when someone wants help.” 


The agile little comedian might have become a 
great matador. He is famous for the satirical bull 
fights he stages in the great ring at Mexico City, and 
he is said to be the only performer since Manolete to 
fill it to its 56,000 capacity.

OHIO STATE AUDITOR James 
A Rhodes was excited when he 
discovered Johnny Shiloh. 

Rhodes, 6 feet tall, leaped up 
from his big desk in the State 
Capitol and rushed into the ro 
tunda to buttonhole every parent 
he recognized. 

“Joe,” he demanded, ‘‘can you 
imagine your 9-year-old son 
wearing a uniform .. . carrying 
a gun... shooting enemy sol- 
diers . . . becoming a sergeant 
at 12... and not just playing 
soldier ... really being one?’’ 

That the the true story of 
Johnny Shiloh, listed in War De- 
partment records as the youngest 
soldier who serves in the Union 
Army in the Civil War. 

Rhodes was. so intrigued by 
the story of the little boy in blue 
that he spent more than a year 
researching for further details. 
Then he devoted his evenings 
which weren’t earmarked for 
making political speeches to writ- 
ing a book, ‘Johnny Shiloh.” 

As a result, Johnny Shiloh 
may come to life on the nation’s 
television and movie screens in 
about a year. If the promoters 
guess right, Johnny Shiloh will 
become as popular with a seg- 
ment of the younger generation 
as Davy Crockett was a few 
years ago, and there will be a 
quick market for millions of 
Johnny Shiloh hats, uniforms and 
toy rifles. 

Jim Rhodes, who may reap a 
golden harvest from these de- 
velopments, is astonished by the 
sudden profitableness of his lit- 
erary endeavors. 

So is his collaborator, Dean 
Jauchius, former City Hall. re- 
porter for the Columbus. Dis- 
patch. For a dozen years, while 
Rhodes was mayor of Columbus, 
Jauchius covered his. antics, ac- 
tivities and achievements. 

Backstage, the two men dis- 
covered that each was an en- 
thusiastic’ amateur historian. 
They spent hours discussing and 
arguing about obscure phases in 
the lives of famous men and 
women, ‘‘Some_ day,” they

agreed, 
write a book about that...” 


Their first book, “The Trial 
of Mary Todd Lincoln,” prod- 
uct of 15 years of intermittent 
discussion, was published last 
year by Bobbs-Merrill. It was 
a semi-fictional account of how 
the widow of Abraham Lin- 
coln was dragged into a Chi- 
cago courtroom on a warrant 
reluctantly signed by her son, 
tried before a jury of business 
men, and quickly ruled guilty 
of insanity. 


Rhodes developed the theory 
that Robert Todd Lincoln was 
tricked into signing the warrant 
by clever politicians conspiring 
to destroy him as a potential can- 
didate for President. ‘‘Who,” 
“‘would vote for a 
man who had his own mother 
declared a lunatic?’’ 

The authors, happy to see 
their literary effort in print, 
were surprised when the public 
snapped up 20,000 copies in a 
few months, despite only a smat- 
tering of mostly critical reviews.

Johnny won his nickname at 
the Battle of Shiloh, where he 
served as a messenger for 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant. Grant, 
trying to rally a_ retreating 
troop, put his hand on the 
boy’s shoulder and shouted: 
‘Johnny Shiloh won’t run. Are 
you going to let a boy and his 
general stand here and fight 
alone!” 

It sounds corny, but the 
troop rallied and followed the 
bearded general and the beard- 
less boy back into the line to 
help stem a Confederate charge 
and make Shiloh a Union vic- 
tory. 


Later, Johnny Shiloh became 
a Union Army legend at the 
Battle of Chickamauga. A Con- 
federate colonel, leading a 
charge that was pushing a Mich- 
igan brigade back, rode his 
horse at Johnny, shouting: ‘‘Sur- 
render, you dam little Yankee!”’ 
The boy’s response was to shoot 
the colonel out of his saddle. 

Gen. George H. Thomas, the 
“Rock of Chickamauga,” pro- 
moted Johnny to Sergeant 0 on the 
spot. 

After the war, Johnny followed 
Thomas’s advice to go back 
home and finish high school. In 
1870, he turned up in Washing- 
ton, knocked at the White House 
door, and asked his former com- 
mander, now President Grant, 
to get him back into the Army. 
Grant commissioned him a lieu- 
tenant, and Johnny Clem rose to 
the rank of major general be- 
fore his death in 1937.

official in the Buckeye State, has 
a warm sympathy for Johnny 
Shiloh as a symbol of all boys 
who make their own way in the 
world. Rhodes has been doing 
that himself since his coal miner 
father died when he was 8. 


An avowed politician since his 
college days, when he worked 
his way through Ohio State Uni- 
versity by operating a restaurant 
which was the center of consid- 
erable campus intrigue, Rhodes 
sometimes capitalizes on his boy- 
hood struggles in vote-getting 
speeches. ‘* I came closer to 
being born with a lump of coal 
in my hand than a silver spoon 
in my mouth,” he says. 


His path to political power was 
paved with such landmarks as 
organizing the Young Republi- 
can Club in Franklin county, be- 
coming the youngest ward lead- 
er in Columbus, being elected to 
the Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion, taking office as city audi- 
tor, and then serving three terms 
as mayor of Columbus. 

As mayor, ne gave Columbus a 
face-lifting with new parks, play- 
grounds, health centers, paving 
and a modern airport. He won 
praise and blame for settling 
strikes by the simple technique 
of locking up management and 
labor representatives in a room 
at City Hall, instructing the 
smartly uniformed members of 
his police force to let no one out 


until a settlement was reached. 
He won re-election to his third 
term by acclamation. No other 
candidate — Democratic or Re- 
publican—filed against him. 


Rhodes bustled about the coun- 
try and the world as two-term 
president of the National Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, a member 
of the Olympic Games Commit- 
tee, and a founder of the Pan 
American Games. He originated 
organizations which provided 
scholarships for newspaper boys 
and caddies. 


All this—plus an. unsuccessful 
campaign for governor — pre- 
vented him from combining his 
historical research hobby with 
his ambition to write a shelf of 
books until recently. 


“Maybe,” he says reflective- 
ly, “I’ve been wasting my time 
trying to make history in a 
small way as a public official, 
instead of just writing about 
ee ess 


His three young daughters 
aren’t particularly impressed by 
Rhodes’s accomplishments as 
state auditor (he claims to have 
streamlined and modernized the 
office) or as an author. 


But they are impressed by the 
exploits of Johnny Shiloh. 


“‘Boy,”’ says 17-year-old Suz- 
anne, ‘‘would that kid get his 
bottom warmed if he tried any- 
thing like that today!”

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Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Treatment of Glaucoma 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
WHAT ARE THE SYMPTOMS and is there a treatment 
for glaucoma? 
ub § 


GLAUCOMA is the commonest single cause of blindness 
in persons over 40, but with early recognition and proper 
treatment the eyesight can be saved in most cases. 

It is a disease, primarily, of mature adults. It has dif- 
ferent forms, and there are some which can attack even very 
young children, but these are exceptional. 


~Glaucoma isn’t cancer; it isn’t contagious; it may 
“run in families” and in rare instances infants may 
have a congenital form. Rather, glaucoma is a mat- 
ter of pressure inside the eye ball. The eye is filled 
with a watery fluid. Normally the fluid flows grad- 
ually in and then out again. 


If, for one reason or another, pressure begins to build 
up inside the eyeball, there may at first be no indication that 
the person can detect. But let this steady pressure continue, 
and various symptoms begin. Then, as the pressure exerts its 
influence over a long period, ultimately the optic nerve is 
damaged, When this happens, the result is impaired vision 
or loss of vision. 

What are the signs? And what can we do? 


First, the early symptoms can bz such things as a slight 
blurring of vision, a feeling of ‘‘fullness” in the eye or eyes, 
especially in the morning, or after leaving a dark place. 
Later halos may appear—rings around lights or bright spots. 
Afterward vision can com‘inue to fail, and there can be in- 
creasing pain, including headaches. (Not all headaches mean 
glaucoma, of course, but as glaucoma advances headaches 
may well accompany it.) 


Can anything be done about glaucoma? Yes, def- 
initely. Depending on the type of the disease, “drops” 

or drugs can be used to reduce the pressure, and 

hence reduce or stop the damage. 

In other instances surgery can be effective. It is not a 
serious operation, even though it is a delicate one. The pur- 
pose, again, is to reduce the rising pressure. And in many, 
probably most cases, a combination of treatments will be 
used. 

In general the answer is that vision can be saved by 
treatment when glaucoma is discovered. 

There’s one very good test for glaucoma. Your ophthal- 
Mologist (eye specialist) has an instrument with which he can 
measure, with great exactness, the pressure on the surface 
of the eyeball. 

It is easily done, it doesn’t hurt, and it doesn’t take long. 
So if you encounter any of the several symptoms I have 
mentioned, have your eye doctor make this test. If the pres- 


sure is rising—if glaucoma may be starting—you can cnten 
it early. 


Dr. Molner: 

MY TWO-YEAR-OLD SON walks on one toe and wuts his 
other foot flat on the floor. My friends say one leg is shorter 
than the other. Should I see our doctor about it? 

MRS. L, E. 

Absolutely, yes. It may not turn out that one leg is 
shorter, but there may be a defect in the foot, or hip, or pos- 
sibly elsewhere, which can be corrected. I suppose it might 
be merely a habit, formed because of a sore place on the foot, 
but I rather doubt it.

ON A RECENT EVENING 
while hurricane Donna still lashed 
the Florida coast, we happened 
to be editing some color film 
of wildlife in the Everglades and 
human life in the Caribbean. We 
have friends in both areas and 
wondered how they were faring 
and recalled conversations with 
many people in the West Indian 
islands. These were the older 
ones, born in the islands, who 
were watching a generation grow 
up with no experience of the 
severe storms of earlier days. 
Most new buildings, they pointed 
out, were ne longer constructed 
to withstand real storms, and 
they looked forward with dread 
to the big winds they knew would 
come again some day. 


Later driving down the Flor- 
ida keys we recalled these talks. 
Here were whole towns being 
built three feet above the sea 
on sand and marl dredged from 
the lagoons; home after home 
with no underpinnings that could 
withstand battering seas and 
tearing winds. Here were many 
thousands of people investing 
their life savings and depending 
for safety on one narrow highway 
and a chain of long bridges to 
evacuate the area in case of 
storms. As it turned out, some 
of the bridges were destroyed, 
the highway was blocked, and 
countless buildings were blown 
or washed away. 

A recent letter from our old 
St. Louis friends Bill and Lu- 
cille Egen, who live over near 
Fort Myers at Cape Coral, tells 
of the disaster there. But Prov- 
idence, backed by the Civilian 
Defense Corps plus good con- 
struction in their particular area, 
brought them through. Through 
an odd coincidence, they took 
refuge in North Fort Myers with 
the Hornseys from Potosi, in 
whose sawmill I used to play 
as a youngster, long years ago. 

Hard on human beings as a 
hurricane can be, the survivors 
can start to rebuild; and in 
this case the wonderful evacua- 
tion planning held the loss of 
life remarkably low. With 
countless wildlife species it is 
a different story and we dread 
to think what we will find when 
our trip for the National Audu- 

bon Society takes us to the 
Keys, the Everglades and the 
Florida West Coast this winter. 

Destruction of habitat which 
takes years to come back is one 
of the storm hazards. Another 
is that many of the big wading 
birds are literally hanging on at 
the edge of extinction. Among 
these is the wood ibis, one of the 
most interesting of the big birds 
and our only American stork. 


These had been unsuccessful in. 


bringing off a hatch for several 
seasons; but this year reports 
come from their remaining rook- 
eries that the birds had pro- 
duced a fair crop of young. 
These big birds, whose perches 
are sometimes high. in the cy- 
press trees or sometimes in the 
low mangroves just a dozen feet 
above water level, are especially 
susceptible to high winds. They 
are battered about in the air 
and cannot land and end up, 
perhaps, being blown far out to 
sea. Not being swimmers, this is 
the end for them. Even the 
small birds blow out to sea and 
die in countless thousands in the 
storms, not to mention such 
creatures as the raccoons and 
the tiny Key deer which are 
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Hurricane 


glad not to be among them. 

HURRICANES aren’t the only 
threat to birds. We have noted 
this year an almost complete 
lack of bluebirds here at Possum 
Trot—and now comes word from 
National Audubon Society that 
this favorite little songster must 
be considered a “disaster spe- 
cies’ all across eastern Amer- 
ica. This they attribute partly 
to last winter’s severe storms 
which were hard on so many 
birds. Here at Possum Trot we 
can generally count a dozen nest- 
ing pairs, not all in bird boxes 
but in favorite old fence posts 


fF and hollow trees around the little

having a tough struggle for sur- 
vival at best. 

There are some people who 
can contemplate calmly a world 
barren of wild creatures. What 
difference, they say, if the 
whooping cranes make it back 
down to Aransas refuge on the 
Texas coast this winter? The 
big birds are, in fact, in flight 
right now and there should be 
37 of them on the way; a pitiful 
reminder of the day only a few 
decades ago when the mighty 
phalanxes of these great birds 
passed each season up and down 
the flyways, cleaving the high 
air far above the other water- 
fowl and sending their wild and 
untamed cry floating down like 
the note of a distant trumpet. 
There are some to whom such 


things mean nothing; and I am 
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ponds. This season our count is 
down to one pair. 

We feel certain some of the 
trouble can be attributed to 
both destruction of habitat and 
poisoning that comes from 
widespread and totally un- 
planned spraying of herbicides 
and insecticides, This year we 
have had a total lack of mock- 
ingbirds and other species 
which formerly nested in large 
numbers in our multiflora 
hedges. 

Last summer more than a half 
mile of one hedge was sprayed 

by a so-called “landscape garden- 
er’ for a utility company. The 
hedge turned black, our vege- 
table garden was destroyed, 
shrubs died and trees were dam- 
aged for a distance of 300 feet 
from the road, The incident left 
the landscape gardener, the util- 
ity company and us all poorer 
and wiser. The multiflora hedge 
is beginning to come back. The 
mockingbirds have not. Now 
we’re waiting to see what an- 
other season brings.

Early Assyrian Styles

AS WE STUDY the pictures 
left by ancient Assyrians, we 
find that most of the men had 


beards. The beards were wide. 


but rather short. Usually they 
hung down from three to six 
inches below the chin. 

It is plain that the Assyrians 
could have had longer beards if 
they had so desired. Usually 
the beard was cut straight 
across the bottom, making it 
look almost square, when seen 
from the front. : 

What trouble those men took 
with their beards! Almost al- 
ways the beatds were curled or 
braided. Their might be ‘a. doz- 
en braids, closely fastened to- 
gether, in a sittgle beard. 

Whether an Assyrian was a 
soldier, a musician or a king, he 
was likely to let the hair on his 
head grow long. Usually the 
hair hung down to the base of 


_the neck, or a bit farther. 


It was common for Assyrian 


men to curl the hair of their | 
head, and some of their other | 


customs were ‘‘womanish”’ from 
a modern’ viewpoint. Often 
they wore rings in their ears. 
Many had skirts that reached 
to their knees and some, includ- 
ing the kings, had fobes reach- 
ing down to their ankles. 

In the course of time, As- 
syrian soldiers changed their 
style of clothing to obtain more 
freedom of movement. Short 
garments almost like modern 
shorts camie into favor.

Farmers, laborers and some 
other persons went “barefoot.” 
Soldiers and members of the 
upperclasses wore sandals. 

Pictures. of Assyrian women 
are a bit rare, but those we 
have show. that they wore long 
dresses and curled their hair. 
They liked ornaments even 
more than the men; and com- 
monly had rings on heir fin- 
gers, bracelets on their wrists 
and strings of beads around 
| their necks.
